2. After a t’ow introductory of plating end Idle Lite, including 

a brief discussion of P'TUPON 1 s new car, n. 1953 Chrysler, vs sot down to the 
business at hand* F00A?0tr began by tolling us that on his recant trip to 
Xyushu he had mot with ?OTI B* in Onata and the latter had proposed to him 
that he go along with the current talks ro rargor and Hold off Ms insistence 
on an open election of a new party president until next ipril * F0CAF 0 ? r said, 
that he' absolutely refused to go alon- with ^fXICT on thir and sain that ho would 
have nothing to do with such a plan, ite said that he gave JUKI two main 
reasons for his position, the nam one \*3\n\ that with such a party amuige- 
mect, that was not really a party an*amsraent at all, there wold be no way 

to have control in tbs Diet, lor them would ho tw bosses, the Minshuto and 
the Jiyuto and thus nothing real and of snbfrtance could be accomplished* 

Secondly, said POCAPOf, the people would lose what little confidence they have 
rmactning in the Conservatives if a real neanper :*as postponed until April. 

Poeapcn said that MIKE saw Ms position clearly and that ho would do all in

fighting for hia life to keep HATOWtA in. POOA PON said that this was a very 
accurate impression and further proof of this lies in tho fact that the KONO 
emissaries iiwiicate that KONO is apprehensive about the situation after the 
merger is accomplished and particularly about the personnel situation at that 
time* P0CAKN pictured KCWC as a totally self-seeking nan who at tlio moment

POCAPON 
said that he is not. opposed to the Minahuto sottlemen plan nor to the 800 
million figure, a s such but believes vnrr strongly that the #0 million and 
the 250 million represent entirely different things and should and must* be 
kept separate* Hie 550 million PG&AX?! sees as straight indemnity while the 
250 million is a matter of loans whin?:, virile to be bockad by tho -ervernaant 
and guaranteed by the government, is to .bo handled by private firms and banks 
and met not be considered in ary sea**? no indmnity* POCAPOW’s opposition 
is to the way the matter has boen and Ir being handled and managed* Whil© 
he realizes that liagsaysay has a problem with tho PI legislature, he says that 
he cannot feel too sorry .Cor Magsayo^v nince the latter was willing to accept 
the word of the irresponsible IIIT3?V T A. WAPOtf said that the trouble goes 
back to the 1? August :i\70LVL\ fftatar.frnt to Mcri, a statement so typical of 
HATOfA^ft, made with no knowledge and no brv^cjrouRd and totally iiresponsible* 
Ihe Foreign Office, said POIAPCt?, in trying to protect Japan’s international
